1 A method for protecting at least one keratinous fiber from extrinsic damage or repairing 
at least one keratinous fiber following extrinsic damage comprising 

applying to said at least one keratinous fiber a composition comprising at least 
one compound chosen from C3 to C5 monosaccharides substituted with at least one Ci 
to C22 carbon chain, and then 

heating said at least one keratinous fiber, 
wherein said at least one compound is present in an amount effective to protect 
said at least one keratinous fiber from said extrinsic damage or to repair said at least 
one damaged keratinous fiber, and 
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further wherein said composition is applied prior to said heating and/or during said 
heating. 

49. A method for protecting at least one keratinous fiber from extrinsic damage or repairing 
at least one keratinous fiber following extrinsic damage comprising: 
applying to said keratinous fiber a composition comprising: 

(i) at least one compound chosen from C3 to C5 monosaccharides substituted 
with at least one C\ to C22 carbon chain; and 

(ii) at least one film forming agent, and then 
heating said at least one keratinous fiber, 

wherein said at least one compound and said at least film forming agent are 
present in an amount effective to protect said at least one keratinous fiber from said 
extrinsic damage or to repair said at least one damaged keratinous fiber, and 

further wherein said composition is applied prior to said heating and/or during said 
heating. 

Claims 1 and 49 are amended by change "or" in the last paragraph to "and/or" so that to 
provide proper antecedent base for claims 2 and 50.
